WASHINGTON, May 28.—The re ­ 
m ains of the 
laJe 
Lord Pauncefote, 
British 
am bassador 
to Washington, 
today were accorded a national fun 
elal ,in token of the high esteem set 
by the American people on the person­ 
al worth of the deceased and as un 
acknowledgment of the friendly feel 
ing which is cherished toward Great 
Britain. 
Every department of the n a ­ 
tional government 
was 
represented 
and the numerous diplomatic body, of 
which for so many years the lap Bord 
Pauncefote was dean, was present In 
the persons of ambassadors, ministers 
and charges. 
In addition to these, the 
resident society of 
the 
capital was 
fully represented. 
The presence of a 
thousand men In arm s was the visible 
sign of military participation in the 
funeral. 
The church of which the de­ 
ceased was a member, did honor to his 
memory by bringing to Washington to 
conduct the services 
the 
coadjutor 
bishop of Philadelphia, the Rev. M ac­ 
kay-Smith. 
Since Lord Pauncefote’* death last 
Sunday morning, his remains had been 
lying in state in the large salon of the 
embassy building. 
The British ensign 
stood at half-m ast over the main door­ 
way and a sweeping bow 
of 
black 
crepe told of the presence 
of 
death 
within the house. 
Soon after IO o’clock this morning, 
the sound of m arching feet and the 
slow notes of funeral music gave no­ 
tice of the approach of the funeral es­ 
cort. 
This was composed of the Sec­ 
ond souadron of the Second cavalry 
and 
the 
cavalry band, 
the 
latter 
mounted on white horses; the Fourth 
field battery, the Third battalion of the 
United States Engineers and band and 
a battalion of United States Marines 
find band. 
The soldiers were aligned 
on either side of Connecticut avenue 
and the adjacent streets and stood at 
rest while the clergymen 
and 
pall­ 
bearers entered the embassy building.

the mourners and the honorary pall­ 
bearers and the members of the B rit­ 
ish embassy took their places in the 
line of carriages, the signal was given

Is a hinge of percale or 
pajflh* which holds the unruly page In 
place after 
the heavy press has been

used to sill* into the volume so that it 
w ill keep Its .shape properly.

most skill Is sewing the signature or

In the basement of the public lib ra­ 
ry in this city Is a quiet corner used 
as a book hospital, where worn, aged 
and maimed volumes are

The women and children of the 
library, that is the novels and ju v e ­ 
niles, are found iii the 
hospital 
the 
most frequently, and often they are 
bt yond cure. 
But 
these 
hooks 
are 
worked th** hardest or rather they tire 
th** ones that take the most exercise 
un*l excessive exercise end traveling 
about Is not good for Inc health of the 
books. 
Yet lf a book is very popular, 
society makes great demands upon it 
with the result that it is soon blok it 
down in health. 
But the skilful lib rary worker bu* 
all sorts of devices for m aking broken 
down kooks appear

again, and often a rem arkable cure is 
effected. 
If a hook were cast said * th** minute 
Its back was broken or were not given

T h e alleged robber a t w hom several 
shots w ere tired w as 
arrested,

500 m en and boys stood around fo r an 
hour a fte r the chase tellin g each other 
how th ey had taken p art in it. 
Sp e cial Officers K e lly and G off w ere 
the policem en who led the chase, and 
one of them did the 
w ild 
shooting 
w h ich resulted in w ounding an in n o ­ 
cent spectator. 
K e lly and Goff w ere stan ding around 
the fifth division at 11.15 last night, 
and w ere in the v ic in ity of A sh street, 
a little thoroughfare w h ich runs from 
B e n n e t to O ak street, w hen th e y heard 
w ild cries of “ H e lp !” “ M u r d e r!” and 
“ P o lic e !” com ing out o f the darkness 
of A sh street. 
T h e officers started on a run in the 
d irection of the cries and w hen th ey 
turned into A sh street one of tw o m en 
who w ere stru g g lin g in the m iddle of 
th e street th rew the other h e a v ily to
